Mr. Bernhard—I wish to give my reason

I* now manifesting it«elf. The grey-headed 
gentleman from Walworth says he will spare 
the foreigner*. We a*k no favor* from them. 
The law cannot be enforced without packing 
jurie*, a* ha* been done in England. I repre- 
Mnt the will of my constituent*, and my own | 
will, in my vote, and am willing to take the re- 
sponsibility. 


Sir. Knowlton: It ia the usual rule, when 


sentence is to be pronounced, that those against 
whom it is to be given may be heard as to why 
it should not be pronounced. And, as the gen- 
tleman from Grant [Mr. Hull], and others, have 
taken upon themselves to sentence us to receive 
the indignation of the people, I wish to be 
heard a few minutes aa to why sentence should 
not pass. The gentleman eays the law is un- 
constitutional, and will be overthrown on that 
ground. Why have they not shown it T The 
fact that they have not will lead all to doubt 
the truth of their claim. It is easy to cry un- 
constitutional, but it is quite another thing to 
prove it. They say it ia tyrannical. Who does 
it tyrannize over ? Why do not gentlemen de- 
fine I la it over the German*, Irish, Welsh, or 
over whom ? Why do not gentlemen speak out r 
But some aay it is a firebrand thrown into the 
Democratic party. HowisthiaT la it so? Is 
the Democratic party a drunken party f If it 
ia, then I aui no longer of that party. If that 
party can only atnnd, by drunkenness prevailing, 
then the sooner it is destroyed the better, now 
and forever. [Some one said Amen.] Yes, 
Sir j Ainen! Gentlemen say the friends of this 
bill will sacrifice themselves as martyrs, if thev 
vote for this bill. Let it come, then, Mr. Chair- 
man ; I am ready to meet it. I never asked for 
an office but once, and then I got moat wofully 
beaten. I have nothing to fear.

to prohibit the traffic in, and manufacturing of.
